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The  Brown  and  White,  celebrating  its  100th  anniversary,  and  its 
older  brother,  the  1 1 8-year-old  Epitome,  continue  to  document  the 
history  and  traditions  of  Lehigh. 


Four  years  is  a  short  time.  In  the  history  of  a  university  which  just 
recently  celebrated  its  125th  anniversary,  the  usual  four-year  stay  of  most 
students  may  seem  almost  inconsequential.  But  with  every  new  class, 
Lehigh  history  is  made  -  traditions  come  and  go,  publications  rise  and 
fall  and  even  buildings  follow  the  wax  and  wain  of  time. 

Over  the  past  century,  Lehigh's  student  newspaper,  The  Brown  and 
White,  and  yearbook,  the  Epitome,  have  recorded  and  documented  the 
monumental  as  well  as  the  everyday  events  which  make  Lehigh's  history. 

The  Brown  and  White  first  appeared  Jan.  16,  1894  as  a  surprise  to 
nearly  all  of  campus  at  a  time  when  many  Lehigh  publications  were  not 
faring  very  well.  On  the  day  following  The  Brown  and  White's  first  issue, 
the  Bethlehem  Times  published  a  paragraph  about  the  new  publication: 

"Whether  the  college  can  support  such  a  publication  is  a  question.  The 
Engineering  Journal  and  the  Quarterly  both  proved  to  be  failures.  This 
paper  is  not  on  that  style,  however,  and  its  success  will  be  decided  in  the 
future.  The  board  of  editors,  while  novices  at  this  kind  of  work,  are 
sufficient  in  number  to  cover  the  field  of  news  quite  thoroughly,  and  will 
do  their  utmost  to  please  the  subscribers." 

One  of  the  few  successful  publications  was  the  Epitome,  although  it 
was  in  a  different  form  than  this  book.  (Continued  on  next  page.)

The  Epitome 

The  Epitome,  although  not  Lehigh's  first  publication, 
is  Lehigh 's  oldest  existing  one.  The  university  s  first 
publication  was  the  Lehigh  Journal  which  began 
publication  in  1873  and  lived  just  over  a  year.  The 
Epitome  began  in  1876  and  was  entrusted  to  the 
sophomore  class.  The  original  Epitomes  were  about  50 
pages  and  contained  class  histories  collected  and  written 
by  a  class  historian  and  lists  ofifra tern i ties,  clubs  and 
the  class  teams.  There  were  no  photographs,  just  some 
rough  drawings. 

As  the  popularity  ofi the  publication  increased,  the 
board  ofi  editors,  originally  three  students,  was  expanded 
to  five  and  eventually  the  project  was  deemed  too 
important  for  the  sophomore  class  and  turned  over  to 
the  junior  class. 

The  Epitome  began  to  take  on  a  more  literary  spin, 
including  stories  and  humorous  anecdotes  from  students. 
Slowly,  photographs  of  the  sports  teams  and  clubs  ivere 
included  but  it  was  many  years  before  the  photos  of 
graduating  seniors  were  included  in  a  separate  section. 

As  a  catalog  of  Lehigh  history,  the  Epitome  is 
invaluable,  as  the  examples  on  this  page  explain.  The 
books  document  the  traditions  and  changes  of  the 
university  on  a  yearly  basis  —  changes  that  would 
perhaps  otherwise  go  unrecorded.

It  having  been  decided  that  the  men  of  Lehigh  suffered  not  enough,  the  demon  Calculus 
was  invoked.  He  appears  with  two  attendants  and  forms  a  compact  with  Doolittala,  while 
his  terrible  presence  fills  the  sons  of  Lehigh  with  terror,  and  they  cower  in  the  shadow  of 
their  Alma  Mater. 

Float  II. -"Reign  of  Calculus." 

Calculus  is  installed  in  his  high  position  and  surveys  the  sufferings  of  the  students.  "Not- 
Quite-a-Six"  grinds  away  under  the  supervision  of  Lamberta,  while  Doolittala  is  enough 
under  the  spell  of  the  demon  to  be  obliged  to  arrest  somewhat  the  progress  of  athletics. 
The  base-ball,  foot-ball  and  lacrosse  players  tug  away,  but  are  held  fast. 

Float  III  .-"The  Birth  of  the  Uprising." 

A  common  scene  during  the  tyranny  of  Calculus.  Through  despair  over  their  oppression, 
the  men  of  '94  are  driven  to  dissipation;  and  in  this  atmosphere,  over  their  cups,  rebellion 
is  first  conceived  and  decided  upon  as  a  forlorn  hope. 

Float  IV. -"The  Emancipation." 

Having  decided  to  stand  the  tyranny  of  Calculus  no  more,  '94  engages  him  in  combat 
and  defeats  him.  "Degrees"  gladly  beholds  his  overthrow,  and  holds  forward  the 
cherished  diploma  to  show  that  only  a  little  more  struggling  will  be  necessary  for  its 
possession.  The  emissaries  of  Calculus,  formulae  A,  B,  C  and  D,  shiver  with  fear  at  the 
defeat  of  their  chief. 

Float  V.-'Calculus  in  Chains." 
The  monster  is  brought  down  the  river  by  his  captors  and  placed  on  the  death-car,  to  be 
conducted  through  the  streets  in  triumph.  Choristers  chant  a  dirge  that  announces  his 
summons  to  a  death  in  keeping  with  the  cruelties  perpetrated  by  him.

The  Thrown  and  White. 

The  1 00-year  anniversary 

The  100th  anniversary  of  The  Brown  and  White  was  marked  by  a 
number  or  special  events  including  publication  of  a  65-page  anni- 
versary booklet  with  reprinted  front  pages  from  the  newspaper's  first 
100  years  and  an  anniversary  issue  which  included  stories  about  The 
Brown  and  White  and  its  involvement  in  school  movements, 
politics  and  history.  The  following  is  an  edited  history  of  The 
Brown  and  White  which  was  printed  in  both  the  special  publica- 


tions. 


The  Brown  and  White 

Dr.  Henry  Coppee,  Lehigh's  first  president,  called  William  C.  Ander- 
son, class  of  1894,  into  his  office  in  Packer  Hall  to  question  him  about 
rumors  of  a  new  student  publication.  "It  had  never  occurred  to  any  of  us 
that  the  University  authorities  might  be  interested  in  what  we  were 
doing  or  that  we  should  ask  them  for  approval,  "  said  Anderson,  the  first 
editor  in  chief  of  The  Brown  and  White,  in  a  column  written  for  the 
40th  anniversary  of  the  paper. 

For  nearly  all  of  campus,  though,  the  appearance  of  The  Brown  and 
White  on  Tuesday,  fan.  16,  1894  was  a  complete  surprise. 

The  semiweekly  paper  was  to  appear  on  Tuesday  and  Friday  through- 
■ntt  the  school  year.  The  original  board  of  15  consisted  of  six  seniors,  five 
iuniors  and  four  sophomores. 

Admittance  to  the  board  was  governed  by  a  writing  competition  in 
which  prospective  editors  wrote  articles  and  editorial  material  during 
the  first  months  of  the  school  year  using  pseudonyms.

The  growth  of  The  Brown  and  White  can  be  seen  in  its  physical  size 
■tit  her  than  more  frequent  publication.  Except  for  two  brief  intervals, 
'he  publication  has  remained  semiweekly.  Through  the  1910s,  The 
Brown  and  White  increased  in  size  incrementally  from  four  columns  to 
even  columns  by  1923.  Most  style  changes  mirrored  those  of  national 
Publications. 

In  1928,  Lehigh  President  Charles  R.  Richards  asked  Curtis 
MacDougall  to  submit  a  plan  to  the  board  of  publications  to  revise  The 
Brown  and  White.  The  system  that  was  adopted  radically  changed  the 
Publication,  placing  it  under  the  control  of  a  new  class,  English  49.  Any 
tudent  could  take  The  Brown  and  White  course  for  one  academic 
redit.  The  reorganized  and  redesigned  Brown  and  White  appeared 
Feb.  10.  1928.

publication.  Perhaps  the  most  enduring  quality  of  The 
Brown  and  White  is  its  ability  to  adapt  to  times  and 
situations.  During  World  War  II  when  campus  nearly 
shut  down  and  dorms  and  fraternities  were  emptied  to 
house  troops.  The  Brown  and  White  inaugurated  a  new 
weekly  section  called  Gl  Lehigh,  written  with  help  from 
the  soldiers  housed  on  campus.  Through  such  ingenuity, 
The  Brown  and  White  continued  publishing  during  the 
war. 

Brown  and  White 

/;/  recent  tinies,  dramatic  changes  in  the  newspaper 
production  technology  have  altered  both  the  look  of  The 
Brown  and  White  and  the  jobs  of  its  editors.  Editorial 
staff  members  write,  edit  and  layout  all  the  stories  on 
the  most  modem  newspaper-producing  equipment 
available,  including  Apple  Macintosh  computers  with 
tabloid-size  printers.  Members  of  the  business  and  ad 
production  staffs  solicit  and  make  all  advertisements  for 
the  newspaper.  In  their  own  darkroom,  Brown  and 
White  photography  lab  assistants  process  film  and  make 
prints  of  Brown  and  \\  hue  pictures. 

Although  its  size,  format  and  layout  have  changed 
sometimes  quite  often,  the  Brown  and  White  has 
remained  true  to  its  purpose  of  providing  the  Lehigh 
community  with  "All  the  Lehigh  News  —  First.  " 
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A  Story  Line  of  Time...

from  photography  and  film  processing  to  advertising,  sales,  and 
design  is  done  and  managed  exclusively  by  students.  This  year, 
the  staff  took  on  various  issues,  including  the  treatment  of  gays 
on  campus,  the  failure  of  the  BYOB  policy,  and  the  destruction  at 
two  hotels  caused  at  two  sorority  formals.  Two  special  projects 
were  produced  this  year  to  commemorate  the  100th  anniversary: 
a  65  page  booklet  of  reprinted  front  pages  and  a  centennial  issue 
which  documented  the  highs  and  lows  of  The  Brown  and  White 
In  the  end,  though,  The  Brown  and  White  remains  true  to  its 
original  motto  which  again  appears  in  the  flag  -  All  the  Lehigh 
News  First.
